A 
rough beard filled the hollows of his 
cheeks and his pale blue eyes shone 
with fever.

Wounded Soldiers Tell Stories. 
Wine and the warmth of the room

near Berry-au-Bac. 
They came and 


pounded on the door of this wayside 
inn 12 kilometer» (7.2 miles) behind 
the firing line late at night. The pro­ 
prietress, fearing that gendarmes had 
come to arrest her for selling drinks 
after eight o'clock, did not answer 
at first, but new poundin? kicking 
and shouting caused her to change 
her mind. 


There entered a second lieutenant 
and an adjutant, both wounded, ono 
supporting the other. One was wound­ 
ed in 
the arm and one in the 
leg. 
The 
second 
lieutenant 
was 
gay and looked well, but how shall 
I describe the poor adjutant? 
A 
rough beard filled the hollows of his 
cheeks and his pale blue eyes shone 
with fever. 
He fell moaning Into a 
chair and seemed to lose conscious­ 
ness until a plate of steaming soup 
was placed under his nose. 


Wounded Soldiers Tell Stories. 
Wine and the warmth of the room 
gradually reanimated him and he be­ 
gan to relate his exploits. 
Both offi­ 
cers belonged to tho same regiment 
of infantry and both were wounded 
the day before. The lieutenant's first 
words were: 


“You cannot imagine how strange 
It seems to see a civilian again. 
For 
three months I have seen nothing 
but French and German soldiers and 
I had begun to believe that there was 
not a civilian left In the world.” 
These m en, had been fighting vir­ 
tually every day and night in the 
last two months. Their trenches had 
been advancing steacily at the rate 
of about fifty yards a. week. 
They 
had attacked the German trenches 
hundreds of timeu and been attacked 
an equal number of times. 
Projec­ 
tiles had torn tbeir uniforms. 
Their 
regiment, digging underground, had 
here and there burst into the midst 
of the German trenches. 
The other 
evening a section of their comrades 
composed of 50 men had been sur­ 
prised and captured. 
The adjutant 
could not get over this. 


“Those lazy rascals fell asleep de­ 
spite the music of the shrapnel,” he 
said. 
“It is true they had not slept 
for several days and nights before.” 
Attack the German Trenches. 


The lieutenant then related how he 
and his companion were wounded. To­ 
ward ten o’clock on the preceding 
evening it was decided to attack the 
German trenches. 
The French si­ 
lently left their underground coverts 
and crept forward. 
They were dis­ 
covered when a few yards from their 
goal, but it was too late ^.nd the Ger­ 
mans were overwhelmed. 


“We saw whem running like rats 
into their hole,” said the lieutenant. 
“Having advanced 50 yards at one 
stroke, it was necessary for us to 
hold this precious gain. 
Naturally,

for

trenches.

“When the Germans were only a 
few yards away the captain shouted 
at tho top of his lungs: ‘Use all tho 
grenades you wish, my children.* The 
terrible bombs bursting In the ranks 
caused unbelievable carnage.” 


“They yelled like pigs ilayed alive,” 
said the lieutenant placidly. 
“It did 
not take long to clean them up, but 
several of them fired back at us while 
retreating. This Is how we two were 
caught.“ 


Gives Autolat Password. 


These little hotels close behind the 
lines present an ever changing va­ 
riety of war pictures. Besides wound* 
ed soldiers thero are others who come 
on errands and who want a solid 
meal before returning to the trenches; 
Here, also, are refugees frotp Tillages 
under fire and women come to try 
and see their husbands 
who 
are 
wounded or stationed in the neighbor­ 
hood. 
Transport automobiles 
stop 
before the door, the chauffeurs buy 
each other drinks and depart with 
faces somewhat redder than beforo. 
Yesterday I saw a noncommissioned 
officer carefully confiding the pass­ 
word to an automobllist who desired 
to continuo along tho road. 


Near by was another noncommis­ 
sioned officer hugging a little child 
with exuberant Joy, while his wife, 
w'ho had just arrived, stood by. This 
soldier had not seen his little family 
for three months and wished to have 


proachlng the lines, I did not conceal 
from her that her enterprise seemed 
doomed to »feilurc, but % she smiled 
quietly and assured me "that, never* 
the less she would see her husband. 
After enjoying tny astonishment, she 
explained tin t her husband had writ­ 
ten her that he goes almost dally to 
carry orders on horseback, 1C kilo­ 
meters (nine miles) behind tho lines. 
She had only to go to a certain vil­ 
lage and wutt between six and nine 
o’clock In the morning in a church 
where ho wt*uld go dally until, he saw 
her.

LITTLE CHANGE IN MANKIND 


Sclantlata of Opinion That Dispersion 


and Separation of Racea Was 


Not Rapid Proceee. 


Though it is conceivable that man- 


kind may have spread from a common 
center over tbe entire earth in a few 
thousand years. Prof. Arthur Keith, Jn 
a Birmingham university lecture, hats 
pointed out that tbe discoveries of tbe 
last 50 years clearly indicate that the 
dispersion and separation Into widely 
separated races has not been a. rapid 
procean. 


The inhabitants of the lower Nile 


valley, though immigrants have ar- 
rived among them, show clearly per- 
sistence of the old types for 8,000 
years. 
The permanence of human 


types has been also shown in Amer- 
ica, and a human skeleton of Yansing, 
Kan., found at a depth of 23 feet in a 
glacial deposit, probably dates back 
1-2,000 years. 


The men of England of. 5,000 years 


ago had the modern stature, with the 
form of head and strength of muscle 
of many men of today. Professor Keith 
declared that his audiences had rep- 
resentatives of the men of the Derby- 
shire cave, in America the red In- 
dian preserves the form of men who 
lived before the last glacial invasion, 
and the predynastic Egyptian survives 
in tribes on the Red sea.

Geometrical Staircase. 


What is believed to be the first geo- 


metrical staircase ever built of con- 
crete forms a part of the "Caracol" 
tower in a museum building that has 
just been completed in Los Angeles. 
The building with its tower is in the 
quaint ancient Spanish style of archi- 
tecture and is constructed entirely of 
poured concrete. 
The tower is 125 


feet high. In the center is the get 
metrical stairway, consisting of 16 , 
steps, circling around an open space 
•only 24 inches in diameter and mount- 
ing to a height of 120 feet. 
Unlike 


most geometrical staircases, including 
the one in St. Paul's cathedral in Lon- 
don, this staircase occupies only a 
small part of the tower, space being 
left for rooms of fairly large size on 
each of the seven floors.—Popular Me- 
chanics Magazine. 


Coinage. 


In the fifteenth century a skilled 


coiner, of whom there were but few, 
might be able to turn out by hand 
fifty or sixty coins a day, a result to- 
tally inadequate to cope with, tbe vast 
quantity of treasure, chiefly silver, 
that shortly began to arrive from 
America. To multiply coiners was to 
multiply forgers, and thus the coining 
machine became a necessity of state. 
A laminating mill and screw coining 
press was invented in Italy, 1547; 
Spain, 1548; France, 1553; England, 
1561, 'reign of Elizabeth. 
After sev- 


eral trials and abandonments the mill 
and press were established 
perma- 


nently under Charles II, whose golden 
guineas, struck in 1662, were the first 
regular issues of machine coins made 
north of the channel.

and South America, discovered sev- 
eral skulls, the teeth of which were 
so decorated. 
In the Mayan area he 


found teeth inland with jadeite. In 
Mexico he found teeth with hematite, 
turquoise, rock crystal and obsidian 
settings. 


At Atacames, in the province of Es-' 


meraldas, Ecuador, ho obtained an 
upper jaw containing two extraordi- 
nary teeth. The middle incisors each 
bore a disk of gold that had been in- 
serted in a cavity drilled in the enam- 
el as perfectly as a modern dentist 
iould have done it. But the right mid- 
<lle tooth is not a middle incisor at all, 
but a right lateral incisor that had 
been taken from some one else's mouth 
azrd implanted here to replace a miss- 
ing front tooth. It fits perfectly in the 
socket, though it is not so long as 
that cavity, and Professor SaviUe con- 
siders this to be proof that it was im- 
planted in the jaw only a short time 
before death. 


In describing these 
extraordinary 


teeth in an article in the American 
Anthropologist, Professor Saville asks 
how tbe owners could have stood the 
pain of the slow cutting by stone drills 
with sand and water, for no metal 
tools with which the work^eould have 
been done have been discovered in 
Ecuador. 
He suggests that these na- 


tives had found out the property of 
coca in producing local anesthesia- 
The -people of the coast were addicted 
to chewing coca leaves mixed with 
lime and Professor Saville thinks it 
reasonable to surmise that they may 
have used it to deaden the pain, of the 
filing and sawing.

PITTSBURG WITHOUT THE "H" 


Was So Written by General Forbes, 


Who Christened the Now Fa- 


mous City. 


Under date of November 26, 1758, 


the earliest known use of the name of 
Pittsburgh occurred in a letter from 
General Forbes to Governor Denny of 
Pennsylvania, in which he told of the 
triumph of the British in the West, 
written the day of taking possession 
of "Fort Duquesne, now called Pitts- 
burg," very properly omitting the 
"h," he having christened the place 
and feeling that he knew how to in- 
dite the name of his own immortal 
progeny. Historian Bancroft says of 
that red-letter day: 
"The little army 


moved on in one body, and at evening 
(November 
26) the youthful hero> 


Washington, could point out to Gen- 
eral Armstrong, who marched at the 
front of his Provincials, to the High- 
landers, the Royal Americans, and to 
Forbes himself, the meeting of the 
rivers. Armstrong's own hand raised 
the British flag on the ruined bastions 
of the fortress. As the banner floated 
over the waters the place, at the sug- 
gestion of Forbes, was with one voice 
called Pittsburgh. It is the most last- 
ing monument to William Pitt Amer- 
ica, raised to his name statues that 
have been wrongfullv broken, and gran- 
ite piles of which cot one stone re- 
mains upon another, but so long as 
the Allegheny and Mouongahela shaJl 
flow to form the Ohio, so long as the 
English tongue shall be tbe language 
of freedom In the boundless valley 
which their waters traverse, his name 
shall stand inscribed on the 'Gateway 
of the West.'"

What is believed to be tho first geo­ 
metrical HtaircaBo ever built of con­ 
crete forms a part of the “Oaracol” 
tower in a muaoum building that has 
just been completed in Los Angeles. 
The building with its tower is in the 
quaint ancient Spanish style of archi­ 
tecture and is constructed entirely of 
poured concrete. 
The tower is 125 
feet high. 
In the center is the get 
metrical stairway, consisting of 16 
steps, circling around an open space 
tmly 24 inches in diameter and mount­ 
ing to a height of 120 feet.

most geometrical staircases, including 
the one ia St. Paul’s cathedral in Lon­ 
don, this staircase occupies only a 
small part of tho tower, space being 
left for rooms of fairly large size on 
each of the seven floors.—Popular Me* 
chnnfcs Magazine.

Coinage. 


In the fifteenth century a skilled 
coiner, of whom there were but few, 
might be able to turn out by hand 
fifty or sixty coins a day, a result to­ 
tally inadequate to cope with the vast 
quantity of treasure, chiefly silver, 
that shortly began to arrive from 
America. To multiply coiners was to 
multiply forgers, and thus the coining 
machine became a necessity of state. 
A laminating mill and screw coining 
press was invented In Italy, 1547; 
Spain, 1548; France, 1553; England, 
1561, ‘reign of Elizabeth. 
After sev­ 
eral trials and abandonments the mill 
and press were established perma­ 
nently under Charles II, whose golden 
guineas, struck in 1662, were the first 
regular issues of machine coins made 
north of the channel.

The middle lnrlFora arc inlaid with disks 
of gold, and the loft one 1b a lateral In­ 
cisor taken from a stranger** jaw and 
implanted to replace one that had been 
removed, 


and South America, discovered sev­ 
eral skulls, tho teeth of which were 
so decorated. 
In the Mayan area he 
found teeth inland with Jadelte. 
In 
Mexico he found teeth with hematite, 
turquoise, rock crystal and obsidian 
nettings. 


At Atacames, in the province of Es- 
meraldas, Ecuador, ho obtained an 
upper Jaw containing two extraordi­ 
nary teeth. The middle incisors each 
bore a disk of gold that had been in* 
serted in a cavity drilled In the enam­ 
el as perfectly as a modern dentist 
jould havo done it. But the right mid­ 
dle tooth is not a middle incisor at all, 
but a right lateral Incisor that had 
been taken from some one else's mouth 
aird implanted here to replace a miss­ 
ing front tooth. It fits perfectly in the 
socket, though it is not so long as 
that cavity, and Professor SaviUe con­ 
siders this to be proof that it was im­ 
planted in the Jaw only a short time 
before death. 


In describing these extraordinary 
teeth in an article in the American 
Anthropologist, Professor Savillo asks 
how the owners could have stood the 
pain of the slow cutting by stone drills 
with sand and water, for no metal 
tools with which the work^could have 
been done have been discovered in 
Ecuador. He suggests that these na­ 
tives had found out the property* of 
coca in producing local anesthcsia- 
The people of the coast were addicted 
to chewing coca leaves mixed with 
lime and Professor Saville thinks it 
reasonable to surmise that they may 
have used it to deaden the pain of the 
filing and sawing.

PITTSBURG WITHOUT THE “H* 


Waa So Written by General Forbetv 
Who Christened the Now Fa­ 
mous City. 


Under date of November 26, 1758, 
the earliest known use of the name of 
Pittsburgh occurred in a letter from 
General Forbes to Governor Denny of 
Pennsylvania, in which he told of the 
triumph of the British in the West, 
written the day of taking possession 
of “Fort Duquesne, now called Pitts* 
burg,” very properly omitting the 
“h,” he having christened the placo 
and feeling that he knew how to in­ 
dite the name of his own immortal 
progeny. 
Historian Bancroft says of 
that red-letter day: 
"The little army 
moved on in one body, and at evening 
(November 26) 
the youthful hero* 
Washington, could point out to Gen­ 
eral Armstrong, who marched at the 
front of his Provincials, to the High­ 
landers, the Royal Americans, and to 
Forbes himself, the meeting of tho 
rivers. Armstrong's own hand raised 
the British flag on the ruined bastions 
of the fortress. As the banner floated 
over the waters the place, at the sug­ 
gestion of Forbes, was with one voice 
called Pittsburgh. It is the most last* 
ing monument to William Pitt. Amci* 
lea raised to his name statues that 
have been wrongfullv broken, and gran* 
ite piles of which not one stone re­ 
mains upon another, but so long as 
the Allegheny and Monongahela shall 
flow to form tho Ohio, so long as the 
English tongue shall bo the language 
of freedom In the boundless valley 
which their waters traverse, his name 
shall stand inscribed on the 'Gateway 
of tho West.’ ” 


Jack Johnson and Napoleon,

At a court reception held early in 
1 S30 the emperor remarked a lady 
wearing jewels of bucIi magnificence 
that ho Inquired how her husband 
made his money 
“He is a tobacco 
merchant,** was tho reply, which led 
him to seek futher information as to 
such a profitable business. 
Before 
the year expired Napoleon issued a i 
decree restricting tho salo and manu­ 
facture of tobacco exclusively to the 
¿tato, 
Jt has remained a monopoly 
ever since, and for many years past 
has brought in an annual revenue of 
over .Cl6,000,000.

Not long ago • London man w4e 
sentenced to penal servitude for llte 
for tho crime of piracy. 
It aounda 
preposterous to talk of tho black flag 
In those days of 40,000-ton liners and 
wireless telegraphy, yet the bald fact 
remains that piracy Is by no meaaa 
an extinct offense. 


This modern buccaneer was a stew­ 
ard who, 
after 
nerving In various 
ships, was stranded at Callao, In Pern. 
There he picked up with a man named 
Hherratt, and the two shipped aboard* 
a small schooner, tho Neuva Tlgre« 
They, with tho captain and mate, com* 
posed the whole crew. 


A week out from port these two 
scoundrels attacked tho captain and 
mato with an axe and gun and literal­ 
ly made them walk the plank In th# 
most 
approved 
eighteenth 
century 
fashion. 


They then 
renamed 
the 
vessel 
White Rose, and set sail for nowhere 
in particular. Neither knew the first 
principles of navigation, so eventually 
they ran ashore in tho Gilbert Islands, 
where they were promptly arrested. 


The most daring case of piracy on 
record for years past occurred aboard 
the 
Alaska-Pacific 
liner 
I3uckman, 
when two armed passengers made a 
deliberate attempt to seize the big 
ship and her cargo. 


One of them, named Thomas, took 
a revolver, went into the cabin, and 
fatally shot Captain Wood, then ran 
on deck to help his accomplice, whom 
he had left to tackle the mate on the 
bridge.

years ago a regular Captain Kettle 
battle. 
The steamer, 
after 
leaving 
Trieste, called at Messina, and there 
22 Sicilians stowed themselves away. 
As soon as the Margherita was out 
of sight of land they rushed on the 
deck In a body and attacked the crew. 


They were surrounded and driven 
below, but at night broke out again, 
and rushed the officers quarters. The 
crew armed themselves with revolv­ 
ers and a fierce flght raged for over 
an hour. Two of the mutineers were 
killed, a number were wounded and 
four sailors were badly hurt. 


At last the pirates were driven Into 
the forecastle, and while the crew 
stood guard the vessel steamed hard 
for Algiers, where the police took the 
ruffians into custody. 


The steamer Sophia was crossing 
the Black Sea from Odessa to Kor- 
thion, and the captain and passengers 
had just sat down to supper In the 
saloon when three young men, masked 
and armed, appeared in the doorway 
and covered them, bidding them not 
to move on pain of death. 


At the same time two others seised 
the man at the wheel and forced him 
to turn the vessel back to Odeesa, 
Others—there were 18 in all—opened 
the safe and took out $25,000, the 
property of a Russian bank. 
They 
then robbed the passengers of all 
they possessed, disabled the engines, 
destroyed one boat, and, taking the 
other tw’o, escaped. 


There is, or was a few mouths ago, 
still in use a Danish schooner named 
Emanuel, believed to be the oldest 
vessel afloat. 
She was built In 174t 
and for years sailed tbo Caribbean 
Sea 
under 
the 
black 
flag.—Stray 
Stories. 


Clouda Hypnotized by Earth. 


The very latest theory concerning 
the clouds is that they are macuetlied 
by the earth, Many scientists believe 
that the changes lu tho earth's mag­ 
netic forco have much to do with the 
shape, course, gyrations aud general 
conduct of the clouds. The view waa 
first published by a Swedish physl* 
clan, Btrklaud, and observations at tfc+ 
Lyons observatory seom to support It, 
These observations have been cen­ 
tered upon clouds called "cirri,” which 
float at a very great height and some­ 
times appear liko parallel fltameutrf 
aud at other times as curie of hair.

was all to meetin*, it bein* Sunday 
evening, and meetin' wa'n't over till 
nine. 
We see a blaze up aour way 
&nd tho folks all struck up the wrong 
side of the river, so only two or three 
ever got there. My wife was lame at 
the time and my boy was sick, so they 
couldn't do nothin'. 
Wo done what 
we could. Wo saved the sewin' ma­ 
chine and the palor orfcan, and some 
o' them things tho women car© for, 
but the chamber sets, they cost $26 
apiece, and they was all burnt The 
good folks o' the taown took up a col­ 
lection and got us |200, and we sold 
the fa'm for $700 more; that made 
$900. 
Then we come over here and 
spent the winter at Center Station, 
where ray wife's cousin keeps a Jew­ 
elry store. Then it so happened that 
the people ownin' this fa’m died, and 
that we wanted to buy. Likeliest spot 
in the hull valley, hain't it? 
Gre«:t 
Godfrey, he's got that tiah done al* 
ready! That feller suttinly knows Ms 
business!' ”

Forty-two Uvos were losi in the U*y 
waters ol the Atlantic when the Old 
Dominion liner Monroo, from Nori'olk 
for Now York» was rammed aniidship, 
overturned and sunk within ten min­ 
utes, twenty-five miles southeast ol 
Hog Island, by tlio Merchants' and 
Miners* liner Nantucket, bound from 
Boston to Norfolk. 


The forty-two persona lost compris­ 
ed nineteen passengers and twenty- 
three members of the ship’s crew» ac­ 
cording to ofHojal tireless reports to 
the Old Dominion line. 


Thirty passengers and fiity-fivo oi 
the crew were saved, making the list 
of those rescued eighty-five, who were 
brought to Norfolk by the badly dam­ 
aged Nantucket. 


Captain Johnson and all his ofllcers 
except one were among those saved. 
Among the lost was Second Oflleer 
lately. 


Captain Johnson was found in the 
water clutching a piece of wreckage. 
He was nearly exhausted when picked 
up by a lifeboat. 
* 


When the Monroe sank she disap­ 
peared completely, with no vestige of 
her rigging above ti\e water. 
Only 
scattered wreckage marked the ves­ 
sel’s grave. 


Among the rescued passengers is 
James O’Connell, vice president of the 
American Federation of Labor. 


The eighty-five survivors picked up 
from the sea and huddled on the Nan­ 
tucket, which, with 
crumpled bow, 
limped into Norfolk, were the only 
ones who knew all tne details of how 
the two big ships, picking their way 
through a blanket of fog—one bound 
north and the other bound south— 
met with a crash 
near the Winter 
Quarter Shoal lightship. 
“S. O. S.” 
calls reaching out to the coast sta­ 
tions started every available agency 
of rescue into action, but not soon 
enough. 


While the Nantucket backed off, af- 
the collision, lowered boats and began 
»weeping the misty sea with her big 
searchlights, the Monroe, her passen 
gers pitched out of their berths in 
their night clothes, sank like a plum 
m. t. 


in the swirling vortex of the sinking 
ship men shouted and women scream­ 
ed through the mist. The Monroe went 
down so quickly that there was little 
time for launching boats and the only 
ones saved were those picked up at 
once by the Nantucket. 


Those lost had scarcely a chance to 
realize that death was upon them be­ 
fore they were struggling In the sea. 
The doomed passengers of the Mon- 
Toe, fast asleep in their cabins when 
the two vessels came together, went 
down to death with only time for a 
shriek of despair. 


Only those kept awake by the snort­ 
ing sirens that were wailing their use­ 
less warnings through the fog knew 
-when the vessels struck. 
The rest, 
thrown from their berths by the force 
of the collision, heavy with sleep, had 
scarcely time to struggle to the deck 
oi the sinking vessel before they were 
plunged into the water. 


Not ten minutes intervened between 
the time the blunt bow of the lum­ 
bering Nantucket crashed its way into 
the side of the Dominion liner and the 
time the latter slid under the waves. 
The eighty-five rescued huddled on the 
Nantucket were lifted from the icy 
water after,their vessel had gone to 
the bottom.

Geometrical Staircase. 


What is believed to be tho first geo­ 
metrical staircase ever built of con­ 
crete forms a part of the “Oaracol” 
tower in a museum building that has 
just been completed in Los Angeles. 
The building with its tower is in the 
quaint ancient Spanish style of archi­ 
tecture and is constructed entirely of 
poured concrete. 
The tower Is 125 
feet high. 
In the center is the get 
metrical stairway, consisting of 16t,. 
steps, circling around an open space 
only 24 inches in diameter and mount­ 
ing to a height of 120 feet.

Coinage. 


In the fifteenth century a skilled 
coiner, of whom there were but few, 
might be able to turn out by hand 
fifty or sixty coins a day, a result to­ 
tally Inadequate to cope with the vast 
quantity of treasure, chiefly silver, 
that shortly began to arrive from 
America. To multiply coiners was to 
multiply forgers, and thus the coining 
machine became a necessity of state. 
A laminating mill and screw coining 
press was invented in Italy, 1547; 
Spain, 1548; France, 1553; England, 
1561, ‘reign of Elizabeth. 
After sev­ 
eral trials and abandonments the mill 
and press were established perma­ 
nently under Charles II, whose golden 
guineas, struck in 1662, were the first 
regular issues of machine coins made 
north of the channel.

At Atacames, in the province of Es- 
meraldas, Ecuador, ho obtained an 
upper Jaw containing two extraordi­ 
nary teeth. The middle incisors each 
bore a disk of gold that had been in­ 
serted in a cavity drilled In the enam­ 
el an perfectly as a modern dentist 
:ould have done it. But the right mid­ 
dle tooth is not a middle incisor at all, 
but a right lateral incisor that had 
been taken from some one else's mouth 
anrd implanted here to replace a miss­ 
ing front tooth. It fits perfectly in the 
socket, though it is not so long as 
that cavity, and Professor SaviUe con­ 
siders this to be proof that it was im­ 
planted in the Jaw only a short time 
before death. 


In describing these extraordinary 
teeth in an article in the American 
Anthropologist, Professor Saville asks 
how the owners could have stood the 
pain of the slow cutting by stone drills 
with sand and water, for no metal 
tools with which the workvcould have 
been done have been discovered in 
Ecuador. He suggests that these na­ 
tives had found out the property* of 
coca in producing local anesthesia- 
The people of the coast were addicted 
to chewing coca leaves mixed with 
lime and Professor Saville thinks it 
reasonable to surmise that they may 
have used it to deaden the pain of the 
filing and sawing.

PITTSBURG WITHOUT THE “H” 


Was So Written by General Forbes« 
Who Christened the Now Fa­ 
mous City. 


Jack Johnson and Napoleon,

Under date of November 26, 1758, 
the earliest known use of the name of 
Pittsburgh occurred in a letter from 
General Forbes to Governor Denny of 
Pennsylvania, in which he told of the 
triumph of the British in the West, 
written the day of taking possession 
of “Fort Duquesne, now called Pitts­ 
burg,” very properly omitting the 
“h,” he having christened the place 
and feeling that he knew how to in­ 
dite the name of his own immortal 
progeny. 
Historian Bancroft says of 
that red-letter day: 
“The little army 
moved on in one body, and at evening 
(November 26) the youthful hero» 
Washington, could point out to Gen» 
eral Armstrong, who marched at the 
front of his Provincials, to the High- 
landers, the Royal Americans, and to 
Forbes himself, the meeting of tho 
rivers. Armstrong’s own hand raised 
the British flag on the ruined bastions 
of the fortress. As the banner floated 
over the waters the place, at the sug­ 
gestion of Forbes, was with one voice 
called Pittsburgh. It is the most last* 
ing monument to William Pitt. Amei* 
lea raised to his name statues that 
have been wrongfullv broken, and gran­ 
ite piles of which not one stone re­ 
mains upon another, but so long aa 
the Allegheny and Monongahcla shall 
flow to form tho Ohio, so long as the 
English tongue shall bo the language 
of freedom In the boundless valley 
which their waters traverse, his name 
shall stand inscribed on the 'Gateway 
of tho West/ ” 


Napoleon's Tax on Tobacco, 


Napoleon tried to smoke once, and 
then, with dire results, instituted the 
French tobacco monopoly, which the 
German government now proposes to 
adopt, so far as cigarettes are con­ 
cerned. 


At a court reception held early in 
1S10 the emperor remarked a lady 
wearing jewels of such magnificence 
that ho Inquired how her husband 
made his money 
*’IIe is a tobacco 
merchant,” was tho reply, which led 
him to seek futher information as to 
such a profitable business. 
Before 
the year expired Napoleon issued a 
decree restricting tho sale and manu­ 
facture of tobacco exclusively to the 
¿tate. 
It lias remained ft monopoly 
over since, and for many years past 
has brought in an annual revenue of 
over .Cl0,000,000.

Buccaneer* Still at Work In • 
Spasmodic Way. 


Trade, Hewever, Doe« Not Flourish «« 
It Did In th« Daye of Old~-Seme 
Caeee In Comparatively 
Recent Y««re, 


Not long ago a London man wiis 
sentenced to penal servitude for Ufa 
for the crime of piracy, 
It sounds 
preposterous to t*)k of the black flag 
in these days of 40,000-ton liner« and 
wireless telegraphy, yet the bald fact 
remains that piracy is by no meaaa 
an extinct offense. 


This modern buccaneer was a «t«w* 
ard who, 
after 
serving In varioaa 
ships, was stranded at Callao, In Pom. 
There he picked up with a man nam«d 
Sherratt, and the two shipped aboard* 
a «mall schooner, tho Neuva Tlgre. 
They, with tho captain and mate, coai- 
posed the whole crew. 


A week out from port those two 
scoundrels attacked tho captain and 
mate with an axe and gun and literal­ 
ly made them walk tho plank In tha 
most 
approved 
eighteenth 
century 
fashion. 


They then 
renamed 
tho 
vessel 
White Rose, and set sail for nowhero 
in particular. Neither knew the first 
principles of navigation, so eventually 
they ran ashore in tho Gilbert Islands, 
where they were promptly arrested. 


The most daring caso of piracy on 
record for years past occurred aboard 
the 
Alaska-Pacific 
liner 
Buckman, 
when two armed passengers made a 
deliberate attempt to seize the big 
ship and her cargo. 


One of them, named Thomas, took 
a revolver, went Into tho cabin, and 
fatally shot Captain Wood, then ran 
on deck to help his accomplice, whom 
he had left to tackle the mate on tho 
bridge.

Aboard 
the 
Italian 
tranaatlantie 
finer Margherita 
there 
wa« a few 
years ago a regular Captain Kettlo 
battle. 
The steamer, 
after 
leaving 
Trieste, called at Messina, and there 
22 Sicilians stowed themselves away. 
As soon as the Margherita was oat 
of sight of land they rushed on tho 
deck in a body and attacked the crew. 


They were surrounded and driven 
below, but at night broke out agalrn 
and rushed the officers quarters. Tho 
crew armed themselves with revolv­ 
ers and a fierce fight raged for over 
an hour. Two of the mutineers were 
killed, a number were wounded and 
four sailors were badly hurt. 


At last the pirates were driven into 
the forecastle, and while the crew 
stood guard the vessel steamed hard 
for Algiers, where the police took the 
ruffians into custody. 


The steamer Sophia was crossing 
the Black Sea from Odessa to Kor- 
thion, and the captain and passenger« 
had just sat down to supper In the 
saloon when three young men, masked 
and armed, appeared in the doorway 
and covered them, bidding them not 
to move on pain of death. 


At the same time two other« seized 
the man at the wheel and forced him 
to turn the vessel back to Ode«sa. 
Others—there were 18 In all—opened 
the safe and took out (25,000, tho 
property of a Russian bank. 
Th«y 
then robbed the passenger« of all 
they possessed, disabled the engine«, 
destroyed one boat, and, taking tho 
other twfo, escaped.

Forty-two llvos were lost in Hie i^y 
waters ol tho Atlantic when the Old 
Dominion liner Monroe, from Nonolk 
for New York» was rammed umiilship, 
overturned and sunk within ton min* 
utes, twenty-five miles southeast ot 
Hog Island, by the Merchants' and 
Miners' liner Nantucket, hound from 
Boston to Norfolk, 


The forty-two persons lost compris­ 
ed nineteen passengers and twenty- 
three members of tho ship's crew, ac­ 
cording to ofllcjlal 
ireless reports to 
the Old Dominion line. 


Thirty passengers and flity*fivo of 
the crew were saved, making the list 
of those rescued eighty-five, who were 
brought to Norfolk by the badly dam­ 
aged Nantucket. 


Captain Johnson and all his oilicers 
Bxcept one were among those saved. 
Among the lost was Second Officer 
aately. 


Captain Johnson was found in the 
water clutching a piece of wreckage. 
He was nearly exhausted when picked 
up by a lifeboat.
